Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proposed amendment to claims 1 and 3 
changes the scope of the Invention to the point where it requires further considerations. Specifically, additional structural limitations have 
been added for the guide member. Additionally, there may be an Issue of indefiniteness under 112, second paragraph regarding the 
proposed amendment since it is not clear which sides of the guide member are substantially parallel and lateral since no frame of 
reference has been claimed. 
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
